Suggestions and recommendations relative to competitions for Sculpture and a cade governing 
the conduct of members of the National Sculpture Society taking part therein. 

The National Sculpture Society is frequently asked for advice or assistance by Committees or others contem- 
plating holding competitions for work in whieh sculpture forms an important part. It has prepared the following 

i oc i ki . : 
statement on the subject. i 

However, this statement must not be construed to mean that the Society recommends competitions as the 
best method for selecting a sculptor. Jt simply recognizes that competitions are sometimes necessary and this state- 
ment is prepared with the intention of making them more satisfactory to the owner and the competitor. 

It is not the purpose to dictate to Committees, but simply to formulate a few rules which long experience 
and close cbservation have shown are more likely to produce the best results. 

Naturally the first requisite of success is to induce able sculptors to compete. Committees would he less 
surprised at the indifference shown by such sculptors toward competitions, if they fully realized the expenditure of 
time and money involved in study and preparation of medels. 

Jn order therefore to interest the sculptors in a competition, the administration of the competition and the 
program governing it become of paramount importance. Henee we prezent the following recommendations for a 
Competition Code: . 

l. Definition: (i) Provision for anonymity during progress of the com- 
petition. No competitor shall communicate verbally or 


in writing with the Committee, Jury, or with the 
Prefessional Adviser except as in item (h) above. 


A competition exists when two or more sculptors prepare 
sketches or models at the sate time for the same project. 
2. Professional Adviser: : win : ne

These remarks, condensed from a talk given before the Ameri: 
can Numismatic Association. August 1S, 1966, were accompa- 
nied by colored slides of monumental sculptured works and 
contrasting medals designed by the same sculptor. 
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On July dth, 1966, President Johnson signed a bill which could have a s 


most profound effect on the medallic history of our country, The bill created 
the American Revolution Bicentennial Commission to guide the 200th Anni- 
versary celebration of American Independence ten years from now in 1976. 

Our Congress and the President realized that it is not too early to start 
planning this important-memorial event in our country’s history. If the past 
is any indication, we can look forward to an outstanding celebration numis- 
matically speaking. Medallic collections reveal many interesting examples 
of the Centennial celebration of 1876. 

During the past 66 years of Medallic Art Company’s growth we have seen 
the evolution of the sculptor as designer of our United States coins and 
medals, and the decline of the hand engraver — such as Barber and 
Morgan. Knowing and admiring some three generations of artists and sculp- 
tors, I feel strongly the responsibility we all have — manufacturer and 
numismatist alike — in today’s world with its changing cultural values — 
to support and stimulate the artistic talent of today’s fine sculptors. 

These remarks are a shameless and unabashed plea for thé appreciation 
of sculpture in numismatics, for the-man behind the medal—the may 
for as we shall see. the sculptor is the silent partner of numismati 

It is my belief that the present collector acquires medals for the wrong 
reasons. It is my hope to open up new vistas for your consideration, so that

test of quality. Thus, the first factor in achieving a good medal must be the 
placement of the work in the hands of a competent sculptor. 
We speak of a medal today, meaning any piece of metal that is cast or 
struck in any of a variety of sizes and shapes. They commemorate famous 
personages, anniversaries of towns. coin clubs, states. historic events. But 
no distinction is made between the various methods of manufacture. There- 
fore, I should like to propose a new term — “Art Medal”. An Art Medal 
is one which is reduced from a sculptor’s large scale bas-relief model with 
all the necessary detail and which is multiple-struck and given a patina to

We stand today on the threshhold of many new and 
exciting developments in the medallic field. With today’s 
new techniques, new materials, the sculptor has an even 
broader medium in which to work, Only his mind and 
his imagination set the limits of what can be done in 
the future. An Art Medal does not have to fit a vending 
machine, nor does it have to stack in a counting ma- 

ve. The true collector will study Art Medals for thei 
beauty, different subject matter, diferent sculptural Ah 
niques, modern vs, traditional, different materials, un- 
usual patinas, different shapes, and not just because of 
rarity alone. 

During the past 66 years the Medallic Art Company 
has produced well over 10,000 medallic units of different 
design. We are planning to catalog this entire collection. 
All these pieces will be listed according to the date pro- 
duced, the sculptor of the work, the quantity repro- 
duced, the material in which struck. This project will 
take several years, but when it is finished we will have 
a listing of from 500 to 1000 artists with whom we have 
worked over the many years of our growth. 

With the new Mint being built in Philadelphia. and 
with the new rapid equipment which will be installed 
there, we feel that the ANA should press for a change 
in the law which permits a new type of coin design only 
every 25 years. Perhaps a more suitable interval would 
be ten or fifteen years. I have been talking about beauty 
and the need to appreciate the sculptor’s art. By issuing 


new coins with greater frequency, and by returning to 
the old tradition of commissioning directly our 


rau 
sculptors, or by holding closed competitions, 


we will 
support our sculptors and will encourage competence in 
the field of bas-relief sculpture. Sculptors who are able 
to create good medals and coin designs are becoming 
scarce due in part to the trends of today’s architecture 
and the influence of avant-garde sculpture. Why shouldn’t 
our government, why shouldn’t we as numismatists, sup- 
port these men by making such commissions available. 
We must put the artist back on the pedestal where he 
belongs. :
